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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

1 . Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Reference "U" (MommysHeart). 

2. The web page section "What are the secrets of successful breastfeeding?" 
describes methods of reminding mothers to switch feeding sides: "Moms we talked to 
suggested switching the breast each time to the last one used the time before. As a 
reminder, clip something to your bra, like a safety pin, velcro sticker, paper clip, 
anything small to help you remember what breast your nursed last". The reference 
thus teaches placing a sticker with "a self adhesive back side comprising a removably 
attachable adhesive capable of direct attachment to a garment" on the right side or left 
side, as claimed. 

3. The reference does not specifically suggest a sticker with "a front side having a 
place for recording the time and length of said breastfeeding session", as claimed. 
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However, regarding claims 1-4, 6, 8, 10, 12 and 14, the "place" for recording any 
information would inherently be provided on the disclosed sticker, i.e. any sticker 
suitable for use, such as the suggested "Velcro sticker" in the reference, would 
contain a front side defining a "place" for recording by means of a pen, marker, etc. 

4. In addition, one of ordinary skill in the art would follow the suggestion of the 
reference of using a "Velcro sticker" and "anything small to help you remember" to 
select any number of stickers of plastic or paper construction for this purpose, these 
generally having a surface which is suitable for writing. The claims noted merely require 
the sticker to have a "front side having a place for recording" and lack the recording step 
recited in the remaining claims. 

5. With respect to claims 5,7,9,1 1 , and 1 5, the step of recording the time and 
length of breast feeding sessions as claimed is not suggested in the reference. 
However, it is well known to attach labels or stickers to clothing articles with written 
identifying information thereon. It is also conventional to note time, date, etc. of an event 
and record the same on paper or other writing surfaces. It would therefore would be 
obvious for one skilled in the art at the time the invention was made, to record the time 
and length of breastfeeding sessions on the suggested stickers as a conventional 
method of noting desired information on a writing surface.
